LABORERS RESUME 
WORK TOMORROW 


Union Men, on Strike Since 
May 1, to Work at Old 
Pay Till Aug. 1, Then at 
Flat Scale. 


NEW RATE THEN TO BE 
87 1-2 CENTS AN HOUR 


One Class Now Earns More 
Than This—Iron Workers 
and Plumbers’ Helpers 
Still Out. | 


The 3500 union building labor- 
ers, who went on strike May 1 
for a flat wage sca.e of %0 cents 
an hour, will return to work to- 
morrow at their old wage until 
Aug. 1, when a scale of 81% cents 
an hour will become effective. 

The old scale is 75 cents an 
hour for ordinary lator, 83% cents 
an hour for concré‘ers, sud 92% 
cents an hour for biocking, a spe- 
cial type of concrete work. 

An agreement to establ eh a flat 
scale and to avert future strikes 
through arbitration was reached 
yesterday at a conference of the 
Group Council of the Associated |, 
Building Interests, an organization 
of contractors employing union 
building workers, and the _ strike 
committee of the lanorers. headed 
by Herbert Rivers, international 
union organizer, and Chailes Wil- 
liamson, president of the Labor- 
ers’ District Council 

Several hundred p'umbers’ help- 
ers, who are on strike fo: an in- 
crease of 50 cents a day over thetr 
old scale of $7.50 a day. are not 
affected by the agreement 

Reductions in Two Cilssses. 

In establishing a fiat scale for 


laborers, the figure agreed -wpon is} * 


in general the average wage re- 
céiyed in past by all workers com- 
ing under the classification of 
building laborers, R. L. Murphy, 
sceretary of the Associat«d Build- 
ing Interests, explained Some 
firms employ onty ‘concreters and 
biockmen, and therefore w'll bene- 
fit by the new scale through a re- 
duétion in the pay of tre fatter 
workers.. Contracto's em;Joying a 
large number of common tdborers 
will have an increase in operating 
costs. The 87%-cent flat’ scale ts 
not outyof line with waves pata 
laborers in other cities, sass Mur- 
phy. who pointed out that in Chi- 
cago these workers receive $1 an 
hour and in East St. Louis ana 
other cities the scale approximates 
that figure. 

Working conditions and certain 
rules, particularly one designed to 
avert future strikes through arbi- 
tration, will be decided by joint 
committees of the contractors and 
the laborers before July 15, so 
that the conditions may be includ- 
ed in the final contract to be 
signed Aug. 1. The 87%-cent 
scale will remain in effect until 
May 1. 1931 or Jan, 1, 1982, the 
exact time to be agreed upon at 
conferences before July 15. 

fronworkers Still on Strike. 

The termination ‘of the strike 
will relieve the situation in the lo- 
cal building program to a great 
extent, but not entirely, however, 
as 700 union ironworkers still are 
on strike for an increase of $2 a 
day. It is understood that the iron 
workers have been offéred a small 
increase over their former scale of 
$1.50 an hour, but so far there has 
been no acceptance of the offer. 


$2 a day demand would net be 
granted under any circumstances, 
and have advocated an open shop 
policy as a means of keeping jobs 
going St. Louis is the headquar- 
ters of the tronworkers’ interna- 
tional union and this fact has in- 
fluenced an early settlement of the 
strike, it was learned.

TWO ARMY FLYERS 
BURNED TO DEATH 


Two Passengers of Unli- 


censed Aviator Fatally 
Injured Near Detroit and 
He Is Badly Hurt.

WILMINGTON, N. C., June 3.— 


Lieut. Col. John A. Hambleton of 
Baltimore and Mr. and Mrs. J. Von 
Der Heyden of New York were 
killed near the county airport here 
today when Von der Heyden’s air- 
plane crashed. | 
The accident was witnessed by 


Mrs. Hambieton, who was Miss 
Margaret Elliott of Wilmington. 
Hambleton, Baltimore barker, vice 
president of the Pan-American 
Airways and close friend of Col. 
Charies A. Lindbergh, was coming 
to Wilmington for the weekend. 
Mr. and Mrs. Von Der Heyden 
were weekend guests. 

The cause of the accident had 

not been determined tonight. The 
plane came in sight soon after 6 
o'clock this afternoon and circled 
the field at a height of about 60 
feet, the pilot apparently planning 
to land. In making the final cir- 
cuit, the plane got away from the 
field about a mile and went into a 
nose dive over a clearing in the 
woods. When witnesses reached 
the scene, the occupants of the 
telescoped cabin were dead. 
Who was at the controls was not 
known. Hambleton was a capable 
aviator and often flew here. Mem- 
bers of Mrs. Hambleton’s family 
tonight said thaht Von der Heyden 
was director of sales promotion for 
the Consolidated Instrument Co. of 
New York. 

Hambleton’s body will be. taken 
to Baitimore tomorrow for burial. 
Efforts were being made tonight 
to find relatives of the Von Der 
Heydens. 


Col. Hambleton With Lindbergh on 
Flight to Panama. 
By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, June §.—Liecuten- 
ant-Colonel John A. Hambleton 
was one of the leading figures in 
aeronautical circles of the East, a 
World War Flyer and vice presi- 


dent of the Panama Airways. 
which last February opened the 
air mail line from the United 


States to Panama. He was presi- 
dent of Hambleton & Co., bankers 
of this city, and was socially prom- 
inent in Baltimore and Eastern 
circles. 

Last February, when the Pana- 
ma air mail line was opened, Hatn- 
bleton made the first flight from 
Florida to Cuba to Panama and re- 
turn with Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, who piloted the ship carry- 
ing the first cargo of mail. 

Hambleton in the war was cred-. 
ited with bringing down a-German 
plane in combat after he had been 
wounded. He held a commissian as 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the Army 
Reserve Flying Service.

He had enumerated his be- 
quests, but police withheld that tn- 
formation. . : 

Little’s nearest. relative is said 
to be a brother in Chieago. He 
was a native of St. Louis and was 
unmarried, although he was said 
to have been engaged to be mar- 
ried.

FRIENDLY DISCUSSION 
ON ISSUE NECESSARY 


Announcement Interpreted 
as Bearing Out Prediction 
He Will Give Much At- 
tention to Foreign Affairs. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, June &.— Premier 
Ramsay MacDonald in a radio 
speech tonight announced that he 
hoped to visit the next meeting of 
the assembly of the League of 
Nations “in view of the over- 
shadowing importance of the prob- 
lem of disarmament.” 

In the course of a brief summary 
of the purposes of the administra- 
tion that took office today, he re- 
ferred to the appointment of For- 
eign Minister Henderson. He then 
said: 4 
“In view of the overshadowing 
importance of the problem vf dis- 
armament and of the need for 
friendly discussion and agreement 
between the United States and 
other powers with ourselves, I 
hope to be able to pay a short visit 
to Geneva at the opening of the 
next mieeting of the assembly of 
the League of Nations.”* 

This statement seemed to bear 
out predictions that the Premier, 
who in his last government held 
the portfolio of Foreign Affairs, 
still intends to devote much of his 
attention to foreign relations. 

MacDonald asserted that his 
Government would work for peace 
in industry at home and for peace 
abroad. 

J. H. Thomas, he said, would 
tackie his task of relief of unem- 
ployment “not only by relief works 
but by plans directed by the idea 
of national reconstruction.” 

. © Mimisters Receive Seals. 

In formal dress, the new Prime 
Minister, and his colleagues called 
today on King George at Windsor 
Castle, where so many similar his- 
toric ceremonies have been held, 
and received the seals of office 
which the Conservatives had sur- 
rendered as the result of the gen- 
eral election on May 30. 

The new political chiefs of the 
nation then met at 10 Downing 
street. The cabinet wii meet 
again on Monday morning to work 
out the Labor rrogram fo-> domes 
tic and international probiems. 

Ovations from London throngs 
greeted the ministers while they 
were going to and returning from 
Windsor. The Prem‘er shared the 


- 


limelight with his minister of la- 


bor, Miss Margaret Bondtield, the 
first woman to hold a post in the 
British cabinet. 

Honored But Not Excited. 

The crowds singled out this 
pleasant faced woman, who looks 
younger than her 56 years and who 
has broken through centuries of 
tradition to take a place beside 
men in the highest council of the 
nation. She appeared less nervous 
than her colleagues. 

“Oh, dear no!" she laughed 
when asked if she were excited 
at the prospect of the career be- 
fore her. “After 40 years of biaz- 
ing a trail one ceases to be ex-\ 
cited about things. Of course, I 
feel highly honored to think I am 
the first woman to become a cab- 
inet minister and I am particu- 
larly pleased to think 1 now have 
the opportunity to get right down 
to work with the problem that 
has always interested me.” 

To the great satisfaction of the 
new ministers and the country, 
King George appeared to bear the 
physical strain of the ceremony 
today with perfect ease despite his 
long iliness and recent indisposi- 
tion. 

Received One by Onc. 

The sovereign received the new 
ministers one by one, Lord Par- 
moor, Lord President of the 
Council, was the first to receive 
his seal. After him came the Lord 
Chancellor, to whom was given the 
great seal of England. Mac- 
Donald was next and then came 
the others in order of precedence. 
The Premier said on leaving the 
caastiec that_the ceremony of swear- 
ing in and of kissing the hand of 
the sovereign appeared not to have 
the slightest ill effect on the king.

Dr. F. H. Vizetelly at Town 
‘Club Says Words Are 
Elected to Dictionary Like 
Aldermen — ‘“‘Be Your 
Age, Girls,”” He Advises. 


Dr. Frank H. Vizetelly, manag- 
ing editor of Funk & Wagnalls’ 
Standard Dictionary, author of “A 
Desk-Book of 25,000 Words Fre- 
quently Mispronounced,” “Mend 
Your Speech,” “Punctuation and 
Capitalism,” “Conjunctions; Their 
Use and Abuse,” and other aca- 
demic volumes reminiscent of the 
olive groves of Greece, spoke ata 
Town Club luncheon § yesterday, 
and so doing, told the women as- 
sem bled: 
“Be 
age.” 
This startling statement, froma 
man one might expect to be a 
purist but who certainly isn’t. 
came in the course of the doctor's 
observations on slang. The lexi- 
cographer gave slang a clean bill; 
he called it the “saxophone of 
speech,” something that “expresses 
every emotion.” And, it is his opin- 
ion, the slang of the broker is no 
better than the slang of the buck- 
eteer, and the slang of either is not 
a bit superior to that of the boot- 
legger.

he continued, “is not 
just so much bull.” It is, rather, 
the direct product of the spontane- 
ous combustion of the emotions. 
Slang, of course, has iw day. The 
trick word of yesterday is buried 
in its grade, just as “necking” or 
“petting” will grow old, and come 
to their ends. Words, pert five 
years ago, already have the sinister 
touch of senility upon them, and 
“10 years from now apple sauce 
may once again be the pleasant, 
concoction of apples.” 

Split Infinitives Justified. 
As for the word—*“slang”’— it, as 
that which it implies, is a good 200 
years old. There is for it plenty of 
precedence. ' 
On the whole, Dr. Vizetelly’s 
talk was most comforting, and his 
answers to questions, put to him at 
the close of his speech, were even 
more so. It was inevitable that 
he would be asked his opinion of 
that grammatical bugbear, the 
split infinitive. He answered the 
query beautifully. He not only 
failed to condemn this grammati- 
cal divorce, he even condoned it. 
And speaking to the reporter at 
the close of the luncheon, he agaiu 
cited precedence of a most antique | 
nature: Wycliffe, he said, the first 
translator of the Bible into En- 
glish, used the split infinitive again 
and then again. 
Dr. Vizetelly Bag_his own rea- 
sons for countenancing the split 
infinitive. For one thing, he does 
not think that a clear meaning 
can always be presented by allow- 
ing the infinitive to retain its pur- 
ist integrity. Furthermore, he 
believes that splitting it often 
lends greater rhythm to speech or 
prose. He qualified, to some ex- 
tent, the latter assertion. He be- 
lieves some men have the ear to 
split an infinitive with nicety and 
precision; he believes that others 
haven't. 
Nor does he think that great 
literature must be judged hy the 
handrule of never-failing gram- 
matical correctness. For Shaks- 
peare committed just about every’ 
grammatical crime available. 


Our Hlogical Language. 
But the Doctor wijl not have 
himself set up as a sage. “I am 


just a simple man,” says he “who 
listens to what you say, and takes 
notes.” Still, having a right to his 
opinions, he thinks English the 
most illogical language in the 
world. For instance, he inquires, 
“Have you ever seem a man sit- |

ting in his shirt sleeves?” What 
trials and tribulations in store for 
the man who would learn the lan- 
guage! Is it any wonder a Jap- 
anese student, studying English, 
wanted to know just what it was 
all about when he read: “If Mr. 
Lloyd George, who sat for this 
constituency, will consent to stand 
again and run, be will probably 
have a walk-over and sit in Par- 
liament.”’ 

Or is it strange that a Parisian 
twitted the Doctor on the facts 
that “when he was quick—he was 
fast,” “when he was still— he was 
fast,” “when he spent  Jlittle—he 
was close,” and “when he spent 
freely—he was fast;” “when not 
eating—it was fast again,” and, 
ah, woe! “he ate too fast after- 
wards?” 

Words Elected to Dictionary. 

The grammarian told how words 
get into his distionary. He does 
not sit down and choose them as 
they strike his fancy. Instead; a 
new word is noticed. '‘'t is filed. 
On every recurrence, it is filed. 
At the end of perhaps 5, i0, 15 
years, if it has been repeated of- 
ten enough, the number of times 
it has been used are counted. And, 
like being elected to the Board of 
Aldermen, it goes in the dictionary 
if it gets enough votes. 
It was this compiler of diction- 
aries who ruined someone's claim, 
no matter how honest it may have 
been, to creating the triumphant 
cry of “whoopee.” Perhaps, says 
the Doctor, it was sheer cussedness 
that caused him to doit. Anyhow, 
he wondered if this “whoopee” 
was an entirely new word. He 
performed a little research. And 
he found it wasn’t. It had been 
used, a considérable time ago, by 
so eminent a fellow as one Wil- 
liam Shakspeare. 

Wrote World War History. 
Dr. Vizetelly was born in Lon- 
don. His father was a publisher. 
The older Vizetelly’s business sué- 
fering. because of persecution for 
the publication of the works of 
Flaubert, Gautier, De Maupassant 
and Alphonse Daudet, the son came 
to America, arriving here in 13891. 
Besides his many books on the 
technicalities of the language, he 
is the editor of a 10-volume his- 
tory of the World War. He con- 
ducts the “Lexicographer’s Easy 
Chair” column in the i Literary 
Digest. 

His prime object in visiting St.

Those who expect to hear 
strange, “arty” accents emanating 
from the Doctor's mo@gth, will be 
disappointed.

SUPREME COURT HALTS COUNTY

State Tribunal Issues Writ of Pro- 
hibition in Action Filed by 
Taxpayers’ League.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court today 
issued a preliminary rule of pro- 
hibition, returnable next Saturday, 
against the St. Louis County Court 
in the suit filed by the Taxpayers 
League of St. Louis County to pre- 
vent the County Court from exer- 
cising control over the county's 
$10,000,000 bond issue for road 
construction. The case will be set 
for argument after the return to 
the preliminary rule of prohibition 
is filed. 
‘In seeking the writ of prohibt- 
tion, the Taxpayers’ League, which 
is active in county politica, and 
several individuals, charged the 
County Court had failed and re- 
fused fo comply with a State law 
providing for appointment of a 
County highway commission in 
each county to lay out and have 
supervision over construction of a 
county highway system. 
The Supreme Court has not tak- 
en action in a similar application 
for a writ of prohibition to prevent 
the County Court from exercising 
jurisdiction over expenditure of a 
$1,000,000 bond issue in St. Louis 
County for construction of a coun- 
ty hospital. The writ was sought 
om the ground: the court had failed 
to appoint a board of trustees, as 
provided by law, to supervise con- 
strucitom of the hospital and ex- 
penditure of the funds.

The text of the report makes 
clear the changes in the Young 
plan with reference to the Dawes 
plan, Part 11 of the text being as 
follows:

“It may be well to summarize 
briefly the points of advantage— 
whether to Germany or her cred- 
itors—claimed for the new pro- 
posal which justify a departure 
from a scheme that has in the past 
rendered signal service. 

“The plan drawn up by the com- 
mittee to afford a definite solu- 
tion of the reparation question ac- 
companies a reduction in the ex- 
isting obligations of Germany by 
an essential modification in their 
financial and polftieal status. In 
so far as the creditors are relin-. 
quishing substantial advantages in- 
the face value of payments due 
under the present scheme, they are 
doing so only by reason of those 
mprovements in intrinsic and 
available values which arise from 
the practicability and certaintye{ 
commercialization and mrobiliza- 
tion within a reasonable period and 
in its attendant financial and eco- 
nomic psychology. 

“Among the modifications which 
are considered specially important 
are the following: 

“(1) FIXATION OF THE PF- 
RIOD AND THE DEBT — 
The Dawes plan imposes, in 
virtue of the index of pros- 
perity, increasing annuities of 
which the number are not fixed. 
The new program indicates a def- 
inite number of fixed annuities.

The. new plan would be abandon- 
ing the fundamental purposes for 
which it was intended if it did not 
cancel this clause and leave to 
Germany the obligation of facing 
her engagements on her own un- 
trammelled responsibility. 

**(4) POSTPONEMENT SAFE- 
GUARDS—Nevertheless if an ex- 
ceptional emergency interrupts the 
normal course of economic life to 
which the scheme is adapted, Ger- 
many can on her own initiative re- 
sort to certain measures of tem- 
porary relief. 

“The annuity is divided into two 
parts, of which one is subject to 
postponement of transfer and pay- 
ment. Germany will thus be en- 
abled under certain circumstances 
temporarily to relieve her balance 
of payments and will in fact enjoy 
the advantages of a form of trans- 
fer protection without its attend- 
ant limitations. | 

Deliveries in Kind. 

“(5) DELIVERIES—While the 
Dawes plan reluctantly accepted 
the expedient of deliveries in kind, 
the new plan, in spite of the desire 
of the creditor Powers to dispose 
freely of their shares of the an- 
nuities, recognizes the undesir- 
ability of a sudden cessation of the 
system at present in force. The 
creditors are therefore to take de- 
liveries in kind for 10 years but in 
decreasing amounts beginning with 
750,000,000 (E£Editor’s note: Pre- 
sumably gold marks). 

“(6) MOBILIZATION. — From 
the point of view of the creditor 
powers an essential feature of the 
new plan which induces them to 
agree to reductions on their claims 
that leave them burdened with a 
considerable part of their expendi- 
ture for the damages caused by 
the war, is the fact that the an- 
nuity is paid in a form lending 
itself to mobilization. 


Advantages of Bank. 

“(7) FINANCIAL ORGANIZA- 
TION.—The organization and ma- 
chinery of the Dawes plan were 
based on the conviction that it 
must find its proper guarantee in 


the interest of all parties to carry 
it out in good faith. In aiming as 
it did at the transference of the 
reparation payments from the 
political to 

ness sphere it presumed constant 
co-operation of debtor and cred- 
itors alike. 

“The new system goes further 
along the same road, replacing the 
collaboration of separate adminis- 
trative and governmental organiza- 
tion by common work in a purely 
financial institution in the man- 
agement of which Germany is to 
have an appropriate part. 

“The present administrative or- 
ganizations ¢annot have all the 
elasticity necessary for banking 
transactions of the magnitude of 
the payment and transfer.of the 
annuities. But the new bank in 
close association with the banks 
of issue ‘and with the banking fa- 
cilities at its command will have 
all the necessary means of effect- 
ing these operations without dis- 
turbance to the German economy 
or to the economy of other coun- 
tries. 

“In addition it will be in a posi- 
tien to open up to trade new pos- 
sibilities of development. The 
operations which it is to undertake 
cannot be disturbed or hampered 
without irreparable damage to the 
credit of the countries concerned. 

“This assurance should make it 
possible to lttmit the guarantees 
established under the present sys- 
tem for the protection of the rights 
of the creditors to the minimum 
required for the prompt and facile 
commercialization of the mobilisa- 
ble part of the annuity. 

“($) SUMMARY — The pro- 
posed plan continues and com- 
pletes the work begun by the 
Dawes plan, which the position 
alike of Germany and of the other 
countries made it impossible to do 
more than indicate in outline in 
1924. By the final reduction and 
fixati6én of the German debt, by 
the establishment of a. progressive 
scale of annuities and by the fa- 
cilities which the new bank offers 
for lessening disturbance in the 
payment of annuities, it sets the 
seal on the inclusion of the Ger- 
man debt in the list of interna- 
tional settlements. 

“Jf it involves appreciable re- 
duction of payments to the cred- 
itor countries on what might have 
been anticipated under the con- 
tinued operation of the Dawes 
plan, it at the same time elim- 
inates the uncertainties which were 
inherent in that plan’ and were 
equally inimical to the interest of 
the debtor and to the creditors,

Of Compensating Land Owners 
In Missouri Flood Control District 


It *‘Flowage Rights’ — 
| Army Engineers Prefer 
Direct Negotiation— 
Either Way Legal Under 
Flood Control Act.

CHARLESTON, Mo., June 8.— 
Beven condemnation suits have 
been filed and preparations are 
moving rapidly ahead on the re- 
maining 80-odd for the right-of- 
way of the setback levee for the 
180,000-acre Missouri floodway, a 
major phase of the great project 
to control the Mississippl. 
Meanwhile engineers on the job 
of actual construction are marking 
time. Bids for building tne levee 
have been opened, but awarding of 
contracts has been held up pend- 
ing a decision of the Attorney- 
General on President Hoover's 
power to intervene. 
Gov. Caulfield, the Missouri Leg- 


: 


islature and the entire Missour! 
delegation in Congress have joined | 
with Senators and Representatives. 
of eight other states, led by Sena- 
tor Hawes of Missouri, in asking 
for a presidential review of the 
flood control plan, with particular 
scrutiny of its provisions fer flow- 
age rights. It is contended that 
construction of the setback levee 
prior to acquisition of flowage 
rights in the area between it and 
the present riverbank lev-e would 
be ruinous to owners of floodway 
land. 

Flowage cights, in the Missouri 
floodway, would be the privilege 
of letting the Mississippi inundate 
about half of Mississippi County 
and a large part of New Madrid 
County in extreme floods. The ob- 
ject is to relieve strain on main 
river levees and protect valuable 
and populous territory from over- 
flow. Chief among the areas to 
be protected is Cairo, a city of 
15,000 persons, which is for several 
blocks 20 feet below the tops of its 
levees. 

The setback levee, 28 miles long 
from a point opposite Cairo to a 
point just above New Madrid, 
would confine the inundation to 
the approximate five-mile width of 
the floodway. Nine miles at the 
upper end of the river bank levee, 
which extends 70 miles along a 
bend, would be reduced In height 
three feet. Excess waters would 
pour into the floodway through 
this “fuse-plug” when the river 
reached a stage of 55 feet at Cairo, 
and would discharge into the Mis- 
sissippi again through the back- 
water area at the mouth of St 
John's Bayou at New Madrid. 

Land between the two levees was 
described, with a table of classifi- 
cations, in a recent issue of the 
“Engineering -News-Record” by 
W. W. Berard, associate editor. 

“This region is extremely flat, 
with drainage toward the river for 
the few miles above O'Bryan’s 
Ridge but below this point away 
from the river (as is typical of the 
great portion of the valley). Farms, 
fairly well cared for, are planted 


to wheat, alfalfa, corn and cotton. 


Hogs and cattle are only fairly well | 


represented. As classified by the 
army engineers the area includes 
nearly 53 per cent timber and cut- 
over lands and 45 per cent open 
lands. How these lands are to be 
valued equitably is a matter of 
some concern to both engineers 
and residents.

An airplane photo- 
graphic survey is about to be 
made, From these sources added 
to the field survey the facts a8 to 
Classification and total assessed 
valuations will be obtained; then 
damages will be estimated and set- 
tlement attempted first by nego- 
tiation and if necessary by court 
procedure, 

“Actual values of lands in the 
floodway are extremely difficult to 
determine, since there is no mar- 
ket value and returns have been 
low in recent years. Actual in- 
vestment deserves consideration. 
The owners of several of the best 
places stated that they had spent 
$100 to $150 per acre on clearing, 
tile drainage and improvements, 
often exclusive of the original 
cost of the bare land. A large per- 
centage of the farm land has been 
mortgaged, usually at $50 to $75 
per acre. 

“A Cairo banker when asked 
about these conditions stated that 
all of Southeast Missouri is in the 
same condition; few new loans are 
possible, and indééd the owners in 
the floodway are a better risk than 
those outside since there !s the 
prospect of actual cash forthcom- 
ing from claims, Others added 
that the claim moneys have long 
ago been encumbered by loans and 
the loan money spent beyond re- 
call. The prospect that construc- 
tion will bring in a tot of money is 
& poor reliance, and only the gas 
Stations and personal service mer- 
chants are likely to benefit ma- 
terially, said an engineer. Thus 


' does local opinion vary.” 


Rains, cold weather and back- 
water, which has covered the low- 
er section of the floodway three 
times this year, have delayed 
crops, Cotton, although planted 
about April 1, is only a few inches 
tall. Oats, which rarely thrives 
in that section, seems generally 
ragged. Corn is no further along 
than the cotton, but it is possible 
to plant corn as late as July 1 in 
this soil and still make a crop. 

Comparatively few of those who 
till the soil own it. The tenant 
system is widespread. A common 
estimate for the assessed valua- 
tion for taxes of floodway lands 
is $5,000.000. It has been com- 
puted that loan and _ insurance 
companies have floodway lands 
assessed at $2,000,000. The Three 
States Lumber Co. has virgin tim- 
ber in the floodway assessed at 
more than $1,235,000 in Missis- 
sippi County. 

The remainder is owned by other 


7.1 —44.9| COrporations as well as individuals. 


Among them are dozens owning a 
square mile or more and letting 
it out to tenants and share-crop- 


pers. Obviously the “little farm- 
er.” tilling his own soil, is in the 
minority so far as acreage is con- 
cerned, at least. 

Land in the section increased in 
value as much as from $50 to 
$250 an acre between 1905 and 
1920. Old residents sold their 
land at fancy prices, saw the buy- 
ers prosper and bought again at 
an elevated scale. Many _ tracts 
changed hands a half-dozen times. 
Confidently the owners bonded 
land for future benefits of levees 
and drainage. Sometimes they 
mortgaged it to buy more land, 
and then mortgaged that to buy 
still more. 

In the last five years, the situa- 
tion common to all farmers has) 
been aggravated for those in this 
section by floods «and excessive 
rains. Bonded indebtedness in the 
floodway now averages $12.50 an 
acre, in the estimate of former 
Assessor O. W. Wise, and in many 
cases the mortgages run up? to total! 
assessed valuation—or considerably 
higher, by the estimate of the “En- 
gineering News-Record.” 

Methods of acquiring rights-of- 
way and flowage rights are set forth 
in Section 4 of the flood control 
act: “The Secretary of War may 
cause proceedings to be ti:stituted 
for the acquirement by condemna- 


rights of way which, in the opin- 
ion of the Secretary of War and 
the Chief of Engineers, aro needed 
in carrying out this project... 
In all such proceedings tlhe court, 
for the purpose of ascerta:iring the 
value of the property and assess- 
ing the compensation to be paid, 
shall appoint three commissioners, 
whose award, when confirmed by 
the court, shall be final. When 
the owner of any lard, easement or 
right of way shall fix a price for 
the same which, in the opinion of 
the Secretary of War, is reason- 
able, he may purchase the same at 
Such price.” 

Under these terms the compen- 
sation for flowage rights may be 
handied in two ways. Tle Army 
Engineers may make a pertunctory 
attempt to buy as tegal prelimin- 
ary for condemnation, or they may 
make a serious eftort to obtain 
flowage rights at reasonable rates 
and resort to condemnation only 
upon failure of negotiatiors, 

The point of dissension between 
the army engineers and most of 
those who have appealed for Pres- 
ident Hoover's intervention i3 
which procedure to follow. It is 
not, as has appeared in much o? 
the public discussion, a question of 
whether the owners will or will not 
be compensated. The Government 
has no intention or power to take 
property of its citizens without just 
recompense, or to deprive any 
property owner of his recourse at 
law. 

Owners of land in the floodway 
contend that condemnation  pro- 
ceedings for flowage rights should 
be instituted at once. Placing the 
matter in the hands of the courts, 
they urge, would reassure a dispir- 
ited population and halt deprecia- 
tion of land. It would be expect- 
ed, in general, that condemnation 
would result in higher prices than 
individual negotiation. 

Failure to institute immediate 
condemnation suits would not, of 
course, prevent any owner from 
forcing the Government to con- 
demn his particular property if he 
wanted more than the Government 
considered reasonable. It would, 
however, provide an opportunity 
for tndividual bargaining. 

The engineers required the levee 
right-of-way to begin construction 
this year, and so began condemna- 
tion proceedings at once. Con- 
struction will require three years 
and, by the terms of the. flood 
control act, must be complete before 
the land between it and the river 
becomes a floodway—that is, be- 
fore the fuse plug can be made 
in the outer § levee.

It would be non- 
sense for the engineers to attempt 
to bargain with each of the own- 
ers in the floodway. A private en- 
terprise would consider it a waste 
of time and money. It should be 
handled as a railroad obtains a 
right of way—with a blanket offer 
followed by immediate condemna- 
tion. 

“rl have no doubt in the world 
that when the floodway is con- 
demned the Government will pay 
all the damages. Judging by the 
past, it should pay about 55 per 
cent more than the actual dam- 
ages, if onyone can estimate them. 

“But it should be done without 
further delay. Holding the thing 
off already has practically de- 
stroyed the market value of the 
land. Every day of uncertainty 
brings further depreciaticn; the 
damage grows while the prospec- 
tive compensation shrinks for com- 


demnation. 

“Doubtless the Government could 
find many debt-ridden landowners 
who would be squeezed into taking 
almost anything offered. But the 
evidence of such prices would be 
discounted, with that understand- 
ing, by the commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Court to set a fair

DERIDES EFFORTS 
TO STOP: LIQUOR 
FLOW 10 CANADA 


Member of © Dominion’s 
House. Charges Larger 
Revenue Staff Made 
Fewer Seizures.

OTTAWA, June 8.—The House 
of Commons turned to its owyg 
liquor smuggling problems today 
und dropped for the time being 
the controversy regarding liquor 
runnning between Canada and the 
United States. 

Seizures of liquor cargocs being 
smuggglied into Canada decreased 
in 1923-24, it was pointed out by 
E. J. Gartland of Bow River, who 
started a debate in the House by 
questioning an increase for the 
preventive -service of the Depart- 
ment of National Revenue. 

The department had only 127 
émployes in 1922, Garland said, 
and now has more than 600. Smug- 
gied liquor seizures during 1922-23 
amounted to $600,009, but dropped 
to about $300,000 in 1923-24, which 
showed that the increase in per 
sonnel had not resulted in in- 
creased seizures, he declared. 

W. D. Euler, Minister of Nation- 
al Revenue, supported the depart- 
ment, declaring that the larger 
force was preventing smuggling 
and this accounted for the de- 
crease in total seizures. Peter Ve- 
niot, Postmaster-General, also said 
that where liquor smugeggling in 
the Bay of Chaleur and the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence along the coast of 
Gloucester County. New Bruns- 
wick, was extensive some years 
ago, there was practically no 
smuggled spirits to be found among 
the fishermen of that country to- 
day. He credited this to activities 
of the preventive service. 

Yesterday Edler denied in the 

ouse the charges that Canadian 
customs officials had failed to sup- 
ply American prohibition officers 
with full information regarding 
liquor running boats in the Wind- 
sor (Ont.) district. Debate on the 
demands of opposition members 
that Canada grant the request of 
the United States to refuse clear- 
ance to liquor-laden craft was re- 
sumed today but dropped when the 
other matter came up. 


HAWES SEEKS INVESTIGATION 
OF FLOOD CONTROL PLANS 


Offers Resolution for Inquiry by 
Senate Commerce Committce 
With Reference to Compensation. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 8.—Inves- 
tigation by the Senate Commerce 
Committee of plans and proposed 
construction work for Mississippi 
flood control as authorized by Con- 
gress last year was asked in a reso- 
lution introduced by Senator Hawes 
(Dem.), Missouri. 

Declaring the controversy had 
arisen over interpretation of fea- 
tures of the legislation, particularly 
with reference to compensation of 
land owners, the resolution ‘asked 
recommendations for legislation to 
adjust disputes and expedite the 
program. 

It also would request the Secre- 
tary of War, the chief of army 
engineers and the Mississippi Riv- 
er Commission to suspend con- 
struction in the areas where dis- 
putes have arisen. 

No action was taken on the reso- 
lution, 

Mississippi Valley Senators and 
Representatives have asked Presi- 
dent Hoover to delay letting of 
contracts, and the executive has 
asked the Attorney-General for an 
opinion on his authority under the 
act.

gain a recognized mark of 
709 3-5. 

Because of professionalism 
later, Duffey's marks were all 
expunged from the records and 
the mark set by Dan Kelly in 
1906 ig now on the books as the 
first “century”: to be run in 
9 3-5 Ssepuen.

The country 
awaited a superman like Simp- 
son before the feat could be 
achieved.

Interesting but Harmful. 
FFICIALLY the “most valua- 
bie” player idea will be a dead 
bird in both major leagues after 
this year. The American League 
will not recognize a “most valua- 


bie” this season. and the man 
selected in the National for 1929 
wlll be the last in that organiza- 
tion. 

Both major organizations de- 
cided to dispense with the 
a@ward, but the reasons given 
were rather drab. The honor is 
#upposed to cause dissension 
among players and inflated 
salary demands on the part 
of the men honored. 

The award, in some instances, 
has not always reached the man 
who most deserved it. By reason 
ofthe regulations prohibiting 
players in the American League 
from gaining the honor more 
than once, Babe Ruth was de- 
prived of it at least twice, when 
his accomplishments entitled him 
to it. 

On another occasion there 
were five playing managers in 
the American League who might 
have had a chance — Cobb.

CHICAGO, June 8.—A 20-year-old youth, with a shock of brown 
hair, who started his brilliant career on the cinder path by re-ueat, 
today became the fastest human of the age. 

He is George Sjmpson, a lithe, spindle-legged streak from Ohlo 


State University. 

Competing with the fastest field 
ever brought together in‘'an Amer- 
ican meet, this smiling Buckeye 
streaked down the 100-yard stretch 
in the National collegiate’ track 
and field championship meet on 
Stagg Field here in 9 2-5 seconds, 
chipping one-fifth of a second from 
the officially recognized world’s 


mark. 


Simpson's brilliant performance, 
aided by his teammates, enabled 
Ohio State to triumph for the team 
championship honors. 

The Buckeyes, winning four of 
the 15 events and placing in two 
others, amassed a total of 50 
points, with the University of 
Washington second. with 42. 

Illinois, winner of the Big Ten 
outdoor championship, was third 
with 351%, the University of South- 
ern California fourth with 32 and 
Stanford. winner of the Intercol- 
legiate A. A. A. A. meet a week 
ago, fifth with 28. Forty-six of 
the 85 teams broke into the scor- 
ing. 

Simpson Beats Star Field. 

Simpson, in his startling victory, 
defeated the famous Claude Bra- 


cey, the Dixie Flyer from Rice .In- 
stitute, and Eddie Tolan, sensation- 
al Negro sprinter from the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, who twice within 
two weeks had run the century in 
709 5-10 seconds. 

The frail appearing Buckeye es- 
tablished himself as the. outetand-

Simpson, putting his heart and 
soul into every step of the race 
and running with machine-like 
smoothness, beat Bracey to the 
tape by a stride, in a_i heart- 
breaking finish.

Boy and Girl Scout Activities 


BOY SCOUTS TO OPE 


CAMP AT IRONDALE 


200 Expected to Be on Hand 
for First of Season’s ° 
Activities There. 


The annual pilgrimage of 7090 
St. Louis Boy Scouts to their sum- 
mer Mecca, Camp Irondale, at 
Irondaic, Mo., will begin next Sat- 
urday, with the official opening of 
that camp for its fourteenth suc- 
cessive year. More than 200 scouts 
are expected to be on hand for 
the start of the first of the six 
regular sections into which the 
camp will be divided before its 
close, Sept. 1. . 

In all 19 camps, counting both 
regular and special, will be con- 
ducted by the local Scout Council 
at Irondale this summer, ranging 
from two weeks to three months 
in length. The special camps in- 
clude sections at the Ranger Camp, 
where the scouts live as primi- 
tively as possibly, a 200-mile 
Rangér horseback ride through the 
Ozarks, a Gypsy Ranger camp on 
the Black River, two bus tours to 
Washington, D. C., and, for the 
three-month camp, a summer spent 
in tents on a bus tour to Yellow- 
stone Park. 

Staff of Executives. 

All camps this year, as last, will 

be under the supervision of H. T. 


‘Swanson, activities director of the 


St. Louis Boy Scout Council, as- 
sisted by William Puffer, council 
educational director. 8. C. Reaves, 
field executive of the West Dis- 
trict, will be directly in charge of 
the regular camp, while Mm. N. 
Leavitt field executive of the 
Suburban District, assisted by 
“Skipper” Thompson of the head- 
quarters staff, will have charge of 
the Rangers. Each camp also will 
have a staff of junior officers 3¢e- 
lected from higher rank scouts of 
the city and county. The staff of 
the Ranger camp has been ¢n- 
larged to include a nature- study 
director, Assistant Scoutmaster 
Arthur Schwarz of Troop 21. 

Final instructions for Scouts at- 
tending: the first section were is- 
sued by Swanson last week. The 
instructions will apply to all seéc- 
tions of the regular and Ranger 
camps during the summer. 

Every Scout coming to camp will 
be assigned a camp number, which 
must be either stenciled or stitched 
onto every article he brings with 
him, including the clothes he 
wears. Equipment must be packed 
into a bag similar to the navy 
duffel bag, as no trunks or suit- 
cases will be permitted at camp. 

Equipment for Campers. 

Fach camper must bring with 
him at least two heavy biankets, a 
pillow, extra ciotming, swimming 
suit, heavy cord, clean rags, soap, 
a notebook and pencil, needles and 
thread. and a folding drinking cup. 
The offical uniform will be either 
breeches or shorts, a belt, stock- 
ings, Scout shirt, tan shoes and 
neckerchief. The uniform, how- 
ever, is not compulsory. 

No dogs or other pets may be 
brought to camp, nor may any 
Scout have candy or other food- 
stuffs in his possession during his 
stay. It will be permissible to 
spend a maximum of 15 cents a 
day for candy. 

Parents and friends may make 
arrangements to visit the camp 
over the week-end, but not through

The bigger these dirigibles are 
the more difficult they are to han- 
dle for their surface is greater and 
therefore more easily subject to 
the vagaries of the elements.

A Decision of Men, Not Law 


O'Fallon decision is most momentous since the Dred Scott case; Abraham Lincoln 
referred to the latter as not a decision of law at all, but a decision of men; Amos 
Pinchot borrows that description to apply to the O'Fallon case, “a smashing 
victory for the roads and, inferentially, for the public utilities.”

1857, the Supreme Court has adjudicated 

three momentous economic or busin« ss 
cases: in 1895 the income tax case, iW 
which, by a five to four vote, the court re- 
versed its own decision of the previous year 
and staved off a graduated Federal income 
tax for 18 years, in fact until the sixteenth 
amendment of the Constitution broke the 
impasse; in 1911 the Standard (1 or “rule 
of reason” decision which pulled the teeth 
of the Sherman Anti-Trust ‘aw, defeating 
the purpose of the Fifty-first Congrrss,’ 
which was to discourage industrial monop- 
oly and keep down prices; and now the St. 
Louis and O'Fallon [Railroad valuation. or 
more accurately speaking, rate case, which 
if lam not very much mistaken, will prove 
to be the most momentous decision of ths 
three.

Momentous it would be if it only applied 
to the railroads. But it is doubly so since, 
as seems inescapable, it will likewise apply 
to all public utilities regulated by commis- 
sions, and furbish a precedent for a gefn- 
eral boosting of rates, therebv increasing 
the concentration of veaith, already a seri- 
ous enough problem in this country. As 
the executives of the railroads have teen 
quick to point out, the significance of the 
O'Fallon decision lies in e fact that it 
hallows the theory. long fought for by the 
railroads and other utilities, that the cur- 
rent cost of reproduction shoul! be a main, 
if not the main, eonsideration o* a regulat- 
ing commission in fixing the rates that a 
col:pany miay charge for its cervices. It is 
aiso significant that, if this reproduction- 
cust theory were strictly followed, the re- 
sulting valuation of the railroade would be 
about 40 billions instead ef the 23 billiens 
now fixed by the Interstate Commerce Com.- 
mission. In other words, it would be so 
high as virtually to permit the roads to 
charge whatever the traffic would bear, 
thus, in effect, nullifying rate regulation ~i-

The two mining centers of Bish- 
op Auckland and West Auckland 
are typical of the souttwestern 
part of the Durham mining dis- 
trict. The principal cause of un-

This part of Durham, which 
ranks as one of the oldest mining 
districts of England, is under two 
serious disadvantages. It lies farth- 
est from the sea and from. the 
shipping ports from which the coal 
of the district is sent abroad. The 
difference in the distance the coal 
must be hauled by rail as com- 
pared with the mines nearer the 
coast amounts to nearly 75 cents 
a ton. Also, the mines nearer the 
coast have thicker seams and are 
shallower: the coal produced there 
can be sold more cheaply at a 
profit. 

The plain truth of the matter 
would seem to be that many col- 
lieries at the western end of the 
Durham mining district cannot be 
operated under present conditions 
and made to pay expenses. The 
operators must pay royalties on 
the ton basis and wages are fixed 
on a minimum scale, with an al- 
lowance to the miners on a grad- 
uated scale .ccording to the profits 
or losses of the employers. 

As a matter of fact, many of 
the mines never will be operated 
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again; there is no prospect that the, 
miners in these sections ever will 
find employment near their old. 
homes. Only in exceptional cases 
is this not true. But the problem 
remains how these communities | 


be utterly wiped out: whether) 
these people shall be transported, 
and if they move away, either un- | 
der-persuasion or of their own 
choice, where they may go to bet- | 
ter themselves through their own | 
efforts as highly trained workers.

Throughout Spain they encount-

T THE moment of galloping to press there are persistent pu- 
Avr coupled with strenuous denials, that one of the largest 

of the motion picture theaters ig to abandon tts stage show 
programs altogether and rely upon straight talking pictures and 
sound-screen vaudeville for the rest of the entertainment: Mas-

1@ OW long does it take to produce a motion picture? The an- 
H swer depends on a thousand and one things, 

A story is told of a man who, believing he had a good script, 
rented a studio on Hollywood's Poverty Row for a4 Week and com- 
pleted his picture within that time. This picture scored a hit, the 
producer cleaning up, to use the vernacular, thereby affording a 
new hope to theearmy of men known as shoe-string gamblers who 
flirt with chance on the fringe of the movie industry, 

Of course, this was an exception to the-rule. Good pictures 
have been turned out in four or five weeks in the well equipped 
studios, that is, in four weekg of actual work before the cameras. 
No producer wants to be hurried or dally with chance. The allotted 
time to most pictures with simple interiors and requiring no heavy 
sets is about eight weeks. 

There have been several pictures that required three or four 
months of hard work to get ready, but the banner one of all is 
undoubtedly “Noah's Ark,” which is at the Grand Central now, 
and which wag in the making, with Dolores Costello as its star, for 
over three years. The author says that he carried around the idea 
of the picture for many years before he placed it on paper and 
when this was done and the Warners accepted it, there followed 
the years of research work to see that it was correct in all its de- 
tails. Two hundred carpenters and mechanics worked for over six 
months on the sets, and the costume department ‘toiled over the 
costumes night and day for even a longer pericd, for in some of the 
scenes over ten thousand people are massed. Ground plans were 
prepared for all the big scenes in this spectacle to facilitate matters 
so that various groups could take up positions marked out for them 
without delay. 

There were five months of camera work on the picture before 
the last scene was shot. The average movie fan is probably of the 
opinion that once the last shot is taken of a picture it is a finished 
product. Not a bit of it. The picture merely pagses from one de- 
partment to another. Once camera work was completed on “Noah’s 
Ark” over one million feet of film was turned over to the editing 
room and there the gigantic task of going over it all was done.

i Becky Sharp Again Lives 


In Person of Mary Ellis 


In Fine New York Revival

NEW YORK, June 8. 


LTHOUGH it was punctuated 
A by but two dramatic presenta- 
tions, the week that has just 
passed was one of the most distin- 
guished that it has been Broad- 
way'’s g00d fortune to experience 
for a long time, for the single rea- 
gon that one of the week's two 
events was the Players’ revival 
ot “Becky Sharp.” The play is long 
and has grown perhaps a little 
musty during the 30 years that have 
slipped by since Langdon Mitchel! 
wrought it out of Thackeray's un- 
dying “Vanity Fair.” but the man- 
ner in which the Players brought 
it back to life made it seem re- 
freshingly new and lively, to one 
who has suffered from the general 
dullness of the just-defunct season. 
They had, of course, excellent 
material to work with, for Mr. 
Mitchell had the wisdom, and the 
even more important skill, to ex- 
tract from the novel its keen satire 
and its superb wit, and to weave 
them both into the play. These 
two qualities alone would be al- 
most enough to make the piece a 
gay and moving one, but there is 
much more, too. There is, for ex- 
ample. a splendid piece of dramat- 
ic writing in the part of Becky, her- 
self, another in that of Miss Craw- 
ley and another in Sir Pitt Crawley. 
Bart., the cackling, contentious old 
tmiser with the sharp, homely wit 
of a country squire. 

And the gallant but virtueless 
Rawdon Crawley is a delightful 
portrait as well. There may be 
another play as able to embrace an 
all-star cast, but if there is, I do 
not know of it. In fact, it almost 
cemands that its lines be spoken 
by a huge cast of none but dis- 
tinguished actors. And, after sec- 
ing the performance at the Knick- 
erbocker Theater last week, I can- 
not for the life of me see how it 
could ever be presented at all with 
any other sort of acting. There 
are at least 15 roles offering op- 
portunities for the best and most 
personable acting.

HAT is exactly what the play- 
Tere provided for it. The Abou 

Ben Adhem of their presenta- 
tion is Mary Ellis, who for some 
years now has been gradually prov- 
ing more and more convincingly 
that she is an actress of the first 
grade—one of those rare creatures 
in the theater who can play one 
sort of part brilliantly one week, 
and then slip, with no apparent 
effort, into as brilliant a perform- 
ance in a part of an entirely dif- 
ferent nature. To my mind, her 
portrayal of Becky was the best 
thing in her career. To it she 
brought some of the acidity which 
she used to such good effect in 
“The Taming of the Shrew,” and 
a deal more besides. 

From the moment when she first 
minced on the stage, pretending to 
he demure for the benefit of Miss 
Crawley, until she finally saw her 
own ruin in the very cleverness 
which had lifted her from the so- 
cial rank of a governess to the 
position of society favorite, with- 
out the necessity of using money, 
she was incontrovertibly Becky. 

It was more than merely a per- 
formance—it was a portrait etched 
in the fine lines of satire. Deftly, 
rapidly, she traced the outline, and 
then she burned it with acid. 

It must have been a little hard 
for her, too, because of the glam- 
orous tradition that hangs around 
Mrs. Fiske’s performance of the 
part through the first decade of 
our century. The older playgoers 
are still talking of that perform- 
ance as one of the greatest in the- 


atrical histroy. 


MUST admit that I never saw 
| Mrs, Fiske as Becky, but Miss 

Ellis’ skillful portrayal leads 
me to doubt if Mrs. Fiske could 
have done much better. Miss El- 
lis’ rise to artistic eminence has 
been rapid. She now deserves to 
be listed with the finest performers 
of our theater. I do not know what 
her plans are for the coming sea- 
son, but I am certain that what- 
ever she does, whether it be again 
in collaboration with her partner, 
Basil Sydney, or alone, will be 
worth watching. 

Mr. Sydney, too, deserves praise 
for his rendition of Rawdon Craw- 
ley. Like Miss Ellis, he had to 
buck Up against a great tradition— 
that established by Maurice Bar. 
rymore as Crawley when the play 
Was first produced in 1899, and, 
like her, he came off with credit, 
perhaps not as’great as hers, but 
still great enough to demonstrate 
that he is a thoroughly compe- 
tent actor, 

The part is a rich one, full of 
possibilities, and he did not make 
it any thinner by his way of doing 
it. Rather quietly, without wasted 
histrionism, he modeled the raf- 
fish fellow to the life. 


O return to the Play itself— 

there are parts of it that are 

definitely out of date. Here 
and there trivial events cause a 
disproportionate amount of excite- 
ment, which would not do in our 
modern realistic theater, and some 
of the speeches are in the lengthy 
romantic tradition which is sO 
markedly absent from the best cur- 
rent drama. But there are somo 
srand scenes. The high point of 
the play is the ball in Brussels, 
which is broken up by the boom- 
ing of Napoleon's cannon. Direct- 
ed as it wae last week by Dudley 
Digges, with such magnificent set. 
tings as those provided by the 
subtiy satiric Robert Edmond 
Jones, it is an amazingly effective 
Bcene. 

Mr. Digges employed his crowds 
of gorgeously dressed merry mak - 
ers as if he were creating a series 
Of paintings, und yet without los- 


ing the dramatic effect of the 
more intimate actions and reac- 
tions, such as that between Amelia 
(keenly played by Patricia Col- 
linge) and Becky, when the latter 
has been brazenly flirting with 
Amelia’s spouse. There are other 
scenes that have full content of 
dramatic quality, notably the one 
between Becky and the sinister 
Marquis of Steyne. 

It is my humble hope that some- 
one (why not Miss Ellis and Mr. 
Sydney?) will think it worth the 
effort to revive “Becky Sharp” for 
a full-sized Broadway run next 
year, as “Trelawney of the Wells” 
was done after the Players had 
revived it. It will take money and 
care, but I can see no reason why 
it should not succeed in a financial 
way, for the fact that the Players’ 
production of it lasted only one 
week has brought many expressions 
of regret, and the excellence of the 
Players’ performance seems to 
have aroused a general and wide- 
spread interest in this gallant play.

When the Post-Dispatch 

correspondent walked into 

his office on the Yale 

campus, it took more than 

an ordinary effort to realize 

that the tall, good-looking 

young man was actually dean of 

the Law School at which William 

Howard Taft had taught after leav- 

ing the White House. And to realize 

that this same young man, in another 

two months, was to become head of 

one of the country’s major educational 

institutions required a positive effort 

of the will. Dean Hutchins’ simple 

greeting didn’t simplify the situation. 

‘‘Have a cigarette,’’ he said, pushing 
a pack across hia desk. Then he took 
one himself, lighted it and leaned back 
in his chair to smoke. 

This was, indeed, hardly the greet- 
ing one expects from a college presi- 
dent, and it might as well be stated 
here that Dean Hutchins is strikingly 
different from the average college 
president. The superficial differences 
are obvious enough. He is very col- 
legiate in appearance. His hair is 
slicked back and parted approximate- 
ly in the middle. He wears a apark- 
ling red tie, a comfortably-fitting gray 
tweed suit, and, like a great number 
of undergraduates, no garters at all, a 
fact which becomes apparent when his 
legs are crossed. He has the build of 
an oarsman On a college crew and this, 
coupled with the deeply-cleft chin and 
handsome features, would certainly 
not make him look out of place on a 
movie lot. In short, he looks like any- 
thing but the professorial type. 

But what is more important still 
Is the fact that neither does his 
fall into the academic mold. 
There was more than modesty in Dean 
Hutchins’ remark that he never 
“thought the Chicago trustees would 
be such gamblers as to take a long 
like this.” But what will 
surprise most people is to

If the 

cases have been simple and no 


The MISSOURI COLONY in 
the ARGENTINE

BUENOS AIRES. 
ITH the opening of the 
winter season in Buenos 
Aires the movement to 
start a ‘‘Show Me” Club 
of native Missourians 
again takes form. Win- 
ter in Buenos Aires begins at the end 
of June, but the winter season of the 
social world begins in May, and is 
really launched by the gala perform- 
ance at the municitpally-owned Colon 
Theater on May 25, the Independence 
Day of Argentina, commemorating the 
date of the casting off of the Spanish 
yoke. 

The Missouri-born colony, which 
numbers nearly 50, is headed by no 
less a person than the titular head of 
the 6000 Americans resident in Argen- 
tina-—United States Ambassador Rob- 
ert Woods Bliss, who was born in St. 
Louis Since his graduation in 1900 
from Harvard and his subsequent dip- 
lomatic service in many nations he has 
not been back to his native city, and 
in his brief visits to this country is 
more liable to satay in the home city of 
his wife, who was Miss Mildred Barnes 
of New York 

Ambassador DBlisa is a ‘career’ 
man, who has risen through al! grades 
of the service After serving in the 
office of the secretary of the Gover 
nor of Porto Rico, he was appointed 
Consul to Venice in 1903. A year later 
he became Second Secretary in [Petro- 
grad, and in 19/7 
Legation to Brussels. Two yeare later 
he was sent in like capacity to Buenos 
Aires, and became a founder of the 
United States Universities Club there 
a year or so later Passing to Paris 
he became Counsellor of the Embassy 
in 1915, and after 
1920 worked in various departments 
in Washington. In 1923 he was named 
Ambassador to Sweden, and in .1927
